No one told Brother Hill that 
Biblical scholars know the oldest 
and best manuscripts of Mark end 
with Chapter 16-8. The original 
conclusion was lost and never 
found. Two endings were added 
very early. The longer one ap- 
pears in English Bibles. Its ori- 
gin is uncertain. A _ medieval 
source ascribes it to an elder of 
the early church called Aristion. 


But even if Brother Hill had 
been told, he would have rejected 
it. To thousands like Brother Hill, 
the printed text of any Bible is the 
words of the Lord exactly as He 
spoke them. 


Saddest of all aspects of “this 
stark and dreadful story is that 
Brother Hill’s greatest agony was 
not the throbbing pain of his arm, 
or the knifelike fire in his chest 
where the lungs were being par- 
alyzed by the venom.

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Kidd Is Off Base 
On Mental Health 


Just about as soon as the ink was dry 
on Gov. Vandiver’s revised mental health 
program, Baldwin County Rep. Culver 
Kidd set in to smear it. 

The thing that seems to stick in the 
legislator’s craw the most is the plan 
for a 500-bed treatment and training 
center in Atlanta. 

Contrary to the fears apparently held 
by Rep. Kidd, it will not break up the 
Milledgeville State Hospital. But all who 
are interested in mental health should 
recognize the fact that the institution’s 
patient load of 12,000 is a prime deter- 
rent to providing adequate patient care. 
The Atlanta center will help prevent 
the state hospital from becoming more 
overcrowded than it is. 

Emphasis should be upon prevention 
and cure of mental illnesses rather than 
upon seeing how large a single institu- 
tion can grow. 

Gov. Vandiver is on the right track 
and deserves credit for what he has done 
and proposes to do. At the same time, 
several things need to be done for which 
firm provisions have not been made: 

1. The Milledgeville State Hospital 
needs an additional million dollars for 
personnel and other purposes. 

2. Even with the existing staff at the 
institution, there is no excuse for allow- 
ing patients in certain buildings to live 
in filthy conditions. 

3. As pointed out by The Constitution 
last year, the state has no facilities for the 
treatment of mentally ill youngsters. Al- 
though 50 of the 500 beds that will com- 
prise the Atlanta psychiatric center will 
be devoted to treatment of children, it 
will not be sufficient to meet the state- 
wide demand. 

4. The building program at Grace- 
wood is incapable of meeting the need 
for adequate facilities for retarded chil- 
dren although it will bring the patient 
load to 2,000. There should be a similar 
institution near a medical center such as 
Atlanta. 

5. The State Health Department 
should get on with its task of recruiting 
a psychiatrist to head its mental health 
division.

Gambling Is Cancerous 


Regardless of Excuses 


In view of what two officials of the 
State Revenue Department have said con- 
cerning operations of a slot machine fac- 
tory in Lowndes County, there is cause to 
wonder how deeply the recent one-day 
special session of the grand jury probed. 

The jury said, in effect, that all is 
well. 

Did the slot machine factory which 
representatives of the Revenue Depart- 
ment reported seeing there on a previous 
occasion suddenly close up shop? If so, 
will it be allowed to reopen once the 
heat is off? Has any grand jury exam- 
ined the records of the Valdosta 
Amusement Co.? 

Were the federal stamps for coin- 
operated gaming devices in several 
Lowndes clubs and establishments bought 
for the mere fun of buying same? 

Lowndes, of course, has plenty of 
company:on the federal rolls. Private or- 
ganizations and/or public places in 89 
counties are registered to operate gam- 
ing devices in Georgia. 

Many are veterans organizations or 
fraternal lodges. Some own machines 
outright. Others kick back 50 per cent 
or more of the take to slot machine deal- 
ers. 

These clubs and lodges usually defend 
their breaking of the state law against 
gambling by maintaining they cannot op- 
erate without such income, much less 
make the contributions they do to com- 
munity service projects. Why can’t their 
members put the same amount of money 
into their respective organization’s treas- 
ury that they are plopping into illegal 
one-armed bandits? 

To permit slot machines to operate in 
private clubs gives gambling a toehold. 
From there it spreads like a cancer. It 
is a corruptive influence and should be 
stamped out, not only while grand ju- 
ries are in session but on a permanent 
basis.

State School Board Is 
Right on Teacher Pay 


The State Board of Education has 
moved properly in passing a resolution 
which would penalize school systems 
which divert the intended $200' teacher 
pay raise to other uses. 

The resolution authorizes the board to 
deprive—such systems of state aid for 
maintenance and operation, the field into 
which such funds have been diverted in 
the past in a number of systems. Net re- 
sult of such diversion is to pass more of 
the local school burden to the state while 
depriving teachers of deserved raises. 

* One board member argued that the 
state board should not tell local systems 
how they should pay their teachers. Per- 
haps not, but the state board should have 
the authority—and should exercise it—to 
say how state funds are to be spent. 

Because local boards and local com- 
munities have had such a free hand in 
the past, the state now pays almost three- 
fourths of the total costs of public schools. 
This is near the top in the nation in state 
support while local contributions rank 
near the bottom. Obviously the majority 
of local communities are content for it 
to remain that way. .

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girders. The thing is a safecracker’s despair—concrete forced under 
pressure around a spine of curved steel plates. 

A common curiosity, as all the new buildings rise, concerns 
reinforced concrete. Many of the new skyscrapers here are using it in 


place of steel 


girders. 
There is plenty of steel in the concrete—one and a half million 
tons of it in the Bank of Georgia building, wrapped in 172,000 bags 


of cement. 


Those concrete girders in the various buildings are punctured 
lengthwise by steel rods. The rods can measure up to an inch thick. 
The concrete is poured around the slender steel bones and the result 
is a pretty stiff product. Fairly fireproof, too. The concrete insulates 
the steel from heat that might bend it. 

In the last 10 years, pre-stressing has marked a stride forward 
in concrete building and bridge construction. You can pre-stress a 
concrete beam in two main ways, the engineers say. 

One way is to leave a hole through the middle of a reinforced 
concrete girder when you pour it. Then thread a cable through the 
hole. Take jacks at each end and tighten the cable. Then anchor the 
stretched cable at each end, as you would stretch and knot a rubber 
band. And you've got the girder under pressure, pre-stressed. 

Or you can first stretch the cable tight and pour the. concrete 
around it. Then when you cut the cable loose it tightens up the 


concrete. 
. 


Either way, you’ve got a pre-stressed girder that won't bend down 
much in the middle under weight. And that’s the triumph. Plain 
concrete under tension would break. Concrete girders reinforced by 
steel rods are strong, but require bulk to withstand tension forced 


by weight from above them.

Public Dissatistied 


With Conventions 


GLENN ARBOR, Mich.—There is a_ notice- 
able gap between political opinien and public 
opinion over the method of choosing our presi- 


dential nominees. Most politicians and meat political scientists are 
quite satisfied with the national conventions. Many rank-and-file- 
voters are quite dissatisfied with the national conventions. 


Public dissatisfaction with the 
convention method of picking the 
presidential tickets is vague but 
strong. I find Republicans and 
Democrats equally uneasy about 
the way the conventions function, 
though there is no appreciable 
feeling that either Nixon or Ken- 
nedy did not deserve the nomi- 
nation. 

The “U.S. News and World Re- 
port’’ magazine reflected this 
public anxiety over the process 
of choosing the presidential nom- 
inees by publishing an interview- 
article on the question: “‘Is the 
Political Convention on the Way 
Out?”” Two leading political sci- 
entists—Prof. C. Herman Pritch- 
ett of the University of Chicago 
and Prof. James MacGregor 
Burns of Williams — suggested 
only peripheral refinements to the 
conyention system. 

Prof. Burns quite rightly point- 
ed out that the convention sys- 
tem has, with few exceptions, 
produced able, qualified, often 
outst inding candidates. 

Prof. Pritchett offers the inter- 
esting suggestion that there be 
annual national conventions to de- 
velop party policy and revise 
party platforms in light of 
changed conditions. That might 
be useful, but you will recall the 
buzzsaw of hostility from Demo- 


cratic members of Congress 
which the Democratic Advisory 
Council encountered when Chair- 
man Paul Butler brought it into 
being in 1957. 

I find that most people will ac- 
cept the argument that the direct 
selection of the presidential nom- 
inees by a national primary 
would be cumbersome, bordering 
on the unworkable. It could easi- 
ly require the equivalent of three 
presidential elections — the first 
primary, then a run-off primary 
in the event no candidate got a 
clear majority, then the election. 

But the audiences I have been 
meeting do not go along with the 
complacent idea that nothing can 
be done to improve the nominat- 
ing system, that nothing needs 
to be done. The minimum de- 
mands are: 

That the rank-and-file members 
of each party be given a larger 
voice in the direct election of the 
convention delegates. 

That the two parties take steps 
to give the voters the opportunity 
to register at least advisory evi- 
dence of the nominee they would 
prefer. 

That more states should pro- 
vide preferential primaries and 
that more of the presidential as- 
pirants should use them.

Grace Hamilton Changes Jobs 
But She Isn’t Leaving Atlanta 


There was an announcement the other day that Grace Towns Hamilton is 
leaving the Atlanta Urban League, which she has served with such distinction 
since 1943, to take a job as community relations consultant in the Southern 


region with the National Women’s Christian Assn. I received the news without pleasure until I 
learned that the new post does not mean that she will be leaving Atlanta. Then I felt better. 


Atlanta has its race prob- 
lems, no denying. The perilous 
business of getting along with 
our fellow man has many areas 
where we haven't exactly cov- 
ered ourselves with glory. 
There are misunderstandings 
and gross inequities. But such 
harmony as exists between the 
white and Negro communities 
and such achievements as the 
two races have built together 
are due in a large measure to 


the intelligence, the diplomacy 
and the enormous patience, en- 
ergy and humor of Grace Ham- 
ilton. 


She is without a doubt one of 
our outstanding citizens. 

For years before I knew her 
I was interested in the quiet, 
smartly dressed Negro woman 
who showed up at varius pub- 
lic meetings. She rarely spoke 
but when she did she had some- 
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thing to say. She came armed 
with facts and logic and her 
courteous, no-nonsense presen- 
tation of them invariably won 
the admiration of even the die- 
hards who are _ prejudiced 
against a woman speaking out 
in meeting and verge on apo- 
plexy at the idea of a Negro 
woman raising her voice. 

The gains she and the Atlan- 
ta Urban League sought for 
Negroes in the areas of hous- 
ing, public health and hospital 
care, education and recreation 
facilities have been slow and 
hard-won. But each step for- 
ward has had a sound founda 
tion, for Mrs. Hamilton has 
gone after facts, gathered fig- 
ures, spared no effort to know 
exactly what was needed and 
how badly and where the re 
sources were. 

Once I heard a man who had 
small sympathy with any Negro 
effort toward betterment admit 
he approved some project be- 
cause Mrs. Hamilton had con- 
vinced him that it was for the 
good of the whole city. 

‘A damned sensible woman,” 
he said gruffly. ‘‘And she loves 
this old Atlanta.” 

Atlanta is Grace Hamilton's 
home town and she loves it and 
knows it far better than most 
citizens. But sometimes I think 
the hill. where she lives may 
have given her the patience and 
the perspective for her effec- 
ziveness. 

Although she has traveled far 
she has always come back to 
Atlanta. She and her husband, 
Dr. Henry Cooke Hamilton, reg- 
istrar at Morehouse College, 
built next door to her parents 
a small, modern house with a 
little garden on one side and 
on the other — the gleaming, 
seething, muddle-headed but 
growing city she loves so well,

“The wharf rats that are caus- 
ing the trouble are tickled to 
death to see rain or fog,”’ he said. 
“They like to operate under cover. 


“Rain would help stop a riot, 
but not these vandals and hood- 
lums.”’ 


The FBI said it was keeping 
watch on the situation here. But 
thus far, officials said, the FBI 
had found no reason to take an of- 
ficial role in the troubles.

Since people in general do not 
have the time or opportunity to 
study this whole topic in detail, 
learning how many Roentgen 
units are involved in a _ single 
X ray, or what tiny fractional 
portion of one is represented in 
a single X-ray exposure, it leaves 
a great many of us wondering:

‘What you want from me is a 
practical rule of thumb, not a 
scientific dissertation. First of 
all, in your daughter's case, 
X-ray treatments of the skin of 
the face had no effect on the 
matter of sterility, because the 
rays did not reach the procrea- 
tive or reproductive organs. 


Since your daughter has been 
checked by her doctor and noth- 
ing was found wrong, I'd ask 
this: Has her husband been ex- 
amined? For sterility is as apt to 
be on his part as on hers. My 
advice, in fact, is always to 
check the husband first, because 
this is easier and less expensive. 
And since either partner in the 
marriage can have some flaw 
or defect preventing conception, 
why should the blame be auto- 
matically placed on the women 
first? It shouldn't. 


But to go on about radiation 


The best rule of thumb is this: | 
When X ray is clearly needed, | 


either for diagnosis or treatment, 
go ahead and have it. The 
amount of radiation is not going

religion on his boys too hard. 
His family were Methodists. 


“His mother, Sally Ann Wads- 
worth, died early in life. When 
my husband was 7 years old, his 
fine stepmother came into the 
family. She insisted on long ses- 
sions of prayers, even before 
they went to work, and again in 
the evening, when they were 
tired. 


“The memory of those strenu- 
ous prayers lingered on even in 
my husband’s later years. He of- 
ten told me: ‘I don’t want to be 
found guilty of making the boys 
go through what I went through 
when it comes to religion.’ The 
only thing he insisted on was 
that they go regularly to Sunday 
school and church.” 


Evidently, the Nixons’ formula 
for making the faith important 
to their sons worked, for, even 
now, his religion is a prime moti- 
vating force in the vice president. 
Still, Hannah vigorously denies 
the story that she tried to force 
him to enter the Quaker ministry. 


HE DIDN’T RESPOND 


“Mr. Nixon and I believed we 
should never interfere with the 
boys’ inclinations for religion,”’ 
she says. “When Richard was 
very young, I noticed his sharp 
mind and quick grasp of things 
beyond the usual intellectual ca- 
pacity of a boy his age. I followed 
his mental progress with keen 
interest. I remember I asked him 
once if he would like to study

credited with briefing the young 
congressman about subversion 
and the activities of Alger Hiss. 


“He is unusual in the sense 
that he expresses his convictions 
quite differently from most men 
in public life. He is reluctant to 
publicize his church-going. Even 
during campaigns he tends to 
slip away from photographers 
and attend a service quietly and 
unobserved.”’ 


Nevertheless, in the avalanche 
of criticism against Nixon, one of 
the loud charges is that he is 
anti-labor, anti-Jewish and anti- 
Negro. He maintains that he does 
not have to defend himself 
against such accusations. 


“The first time the issue of 
anti-Semitism Was raised against 
me was in the 1950 senatorial 
campaign,” he says. “This was 
one of the lowest types of attacks. 
It was repudiated by the Anti- 
Defamation League. 


COMMUNIST SOURCE 


“The Communists always at- 
tempt to stir up minority 
groups, and my anti-Communist 
record was apparently a good in- 
centive for their attacks. The 
anti-Negro and anti-labor charges 
originate from the same sources. 
Everybody who knows me, my 
family and my friends will dis- 
miss these charges with disgust.”

The $60,000,000 building program 
will attempt to “bring up to 
date” Georgia’s school building 
program started in 1951-52. 


The two general plans for allo- 
cation of the money are as fol- 
lows: 


1. Allocation of $50 for each 
state-allocated teacher, plus addi- 
tional funds based on the increase 
in average daily attendance since 
1951-52 school year. 


This program would spend 
about $1,600,000 under the teach- 
er allocation portion, and approxi- 
mately $18 to $20 a child under 
the increase in average daily at- 
tendance portion. 


Georgia’s increase in daily 
school attendance has been 175,- 
000 since 1951-52. Many metropol- 
itan areas have taken the brunt 
of this increase, with some small- 
er communities showing a drop 
in school attendance. 


2. The second plan is based 
more closely on the 1951-52 alloca- 
tion program. This plan would in- 
clude the $50 per teacher factor, 
but would spend the burden of the 
funds for pupils not now adequate- 
ly housed by school buildings. 


These ‘‘unhoused”’ pupils, count- 
ed in a special school survey, 
would receive for their school sys- 
tems an allotment of a 65-square- 
foot area for elementary school, 
and 85 square foot for high school 
pupils at the rate of $9 per square 
foot. 


Their local boards of education 
would be allocated funds under 
such a formula, which also in- 


cludes factors involving the bond- | 


ing capacity of the area to build | 
classrooms for the ‘“unhoused” | 


pupils. 


The first program would be 
more readily put into effect, 
school officials point out, but the 
second program could possibly 
insure that more “‘unhoused’’ pu- 
pils be cared for.

“This Grand Jury has reviewed the status of the 
special Fulton County investigation into State Gov- 
ernment irregularities commenced in the summer of 
1958, and wish te commend without reservation 
Solicitor General Paul Webb for his organization of 
the imvestigation and the leadership he has given it.

A. I personally have never 
had this happen, but I can see 
where it might. In fact, a read- 
er who had the same problem 
wrote to me with her solution. 
Loosen the end of'thread which 
is wedged in the spool under 
the label, but do not unwind. 
Drop thread in very hot water 
and soak for about 15 minutes. 
Remove and allow to dry thor- 


oughly. The spool will probably 
warp a little, but ‘this will make 
no difference. 


Q. How do you measure for 
sleeve length when <altering a 
pattern? Do you keep arm 
straight or bend it?

A. When measuring from 
shoulder to wrist, keep arm 
straight down and measure in- 
side from underarm seam to 
wrist. For shoulder to elbow and 
elbow to wrist, bend arm at a 
right angle so that the shoulder 
to elbow part of arm is straight 


down to your side and elbow to 


wrist part is straight across 
your stomach.

est lawyer learned quickly that 
Judge Underwood was an ex- 
ploding bridge of justice which 
no man trod lightly. 


The few who dared answer 
him back in his own court found 
him astonishingly fair and re- 
ceptive. He was not seeking 
subservience, they learned. but 
integrity. 


Like all men, Judge Under- 
wood was different at home. 


His wife had been the daugh- 
ter of missionaries, thoroughly 
cosmopolitan with none of the 
brash overtones of sophistica- 
tion. She, too, was fearless. 
Her philosophies of social jus- 
tice were considered by some 
as “advanced.” That is to say, 
she chose her friends for other 
reasons than their color.
